sial probe. 

The district attorney seemed 
undaunted by evidertce reported 
by the coroner, Dr. Nk-ljolas 
Chetta, ‘Who said the chemical 
analysis of Ferrie’s body 
showed evidence whatsoev- 
er of Suicide or murder.” 

^ moreover, Garrison 
claimed his staff solved the as- 
sassinatioii case weeks ago. 

'*! wouldn't say this if we 

! hdn't have evidence beyond file, 
?hadow of a doi^t ” he added. 
‘We know the key individuals, ■ 
he cities involved and how it , 
^as done,” 

That was the first time the i 
word ^'solved” had been used by 
Garrison. 

But he said Riis did not mean 
i arrests were immineJnt, Uiat he ; 

: merely used a different word to i 
state what he had said earlier; ji 
Arrests will he made and con- i 
victions obtained. 

ARRESTS might he months j 
away, said Garrison, adding in i 
ihe exaggerated style he has ; 
adopted in daily exchanges withj 
newsmen, *lt might be 30 ' 
years.”
